RUMORS OF PRESSURE. 
There were persistent rumors about 
the hotel ate today that several 
powers, including the Washington

ARTICLES VII AND VIII. 

The morning session of the peace 
commissioners of Russia and Japan 
today ended at 1 o'clock. During the 
entire time the discussion was upon 
Article VII of the peace terms, which 
refers to the cession of the Chinese 
Eastern Railroad to China. The Chi- 
nese Eastern Railroad runs south 
from Harbin to Port Arthur and 
Dalny, with a spur to Newchwang, 
where it connects with the Shan- 
haikwan Tien-tsin road. This article 
(VII) was conditionally accepted by 
the Russian reply, but agreement to 
it was bound up with considerations 
involving the fate of the whole nego- 
tiations. Its surrender to China in- 
volves a large monetary profit for 
Japan, which can properly claim re- 
muneration from China for restora- 
tion of the road, rebuilding of bridges 
and change in the gauge. It will be 
for China and Japan to arrange this. 
However adjusted, the money which 
Japan will obtain might be a partial 
“remuneration” for the cost of the 
war 
The following statement of the con- 
ference was made by M. Korostavotz 
at the close of the morning session: 
“In the morning’s sitting of August 16, 
the conference has taken up the dis- 
cussion of Article VII. The dis us- 
sion not having been finished, the con- 
ference has taken a recess at 1 o’clock. 
The session will be resumed at 3 
o'clock.” 

The exchange of views this morning 
was of a very earnést character. 
ADJOURNMENT. 
The peace conference adjourned at 
6:45 o’clock p.ny. today. 
The following official statement was 
issued by Mr. Sato this evening: “At 
the afternoon session of the confer- 
ence Articles VII and VIII were dis- 
cussed. Article VII was settled in 
principle and Article VIII accepted 
unanimously. The conference at 6:30 
adjourned until 9:36 tomorrow morn- 
ing.” 
It was officially explained that there 
remained not a difference to be ad- 
justed on Article VIIl—only the elabo- 
ration of a single point.

FORTS HELP SECURE SWEDEN. 


Military Works in Norwegian Frontier 
Best be Left Standing, Says 
Bjornson. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

CHRISTIANIA, Aug. 16.—[{By At- 
lantic Cable.} Discussing the main- 
tenance of the forts on the Norwegian 
frontier, Bjornstjerne Bjornson said to 
the Associated Press today that he be- 
lieved that the forts would contribute 
to the security of Sweden, as, after 
dissolution, Norway and Sweden might 
assist each other in times of danger. 

He opposed the action of the Storth- 
ing whereby Norway was put in the 
position of remaining a monarchy in 
order to appease the Europeon 
monarchies, instead of being free to 
establish a republic. Despite the fact 
that a majority of the people favor a 
republic, the government Mas ‘asked 
Prince Bernadotte to the 
throne. If he does not accept, it wiil 
make a similar offer to a Danish 
prince; and if Sweden prevents this 
plan from being carried out, said 
Bjornson, Norway will become a re- 
public. 

Premier Michelson arrived today 
and received a tremendous ovation. 
He said to the Associated Press: “We 
intend to frame a communication to 
Sweden in such way that if she de- 
sires a speedy conclusion it can be ob- 
tained. We hope that Sweden will not 
insist upon formalities which might 
prevent a friendly setthkement. If she 
does, we can proceed without Swe- 
den’s assistance.”

iT 1S TO BE RENEWED IN CON- 
GRESS THIS WINTER. 


Attempt Will be Made by Friends 
of the Nicaraguan Route to Con- 
vince the Country That a Waterway 
via the Isthmus of Panama is Not 
Feasible. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An attempt to defeat the 
construction of the Panama Canal, or 
at least to delay the work is on faot 
and an organized fight will be made 
on the floor of Congress, next minter, 
with this end in view. The fight is to 
be made for the purpose of convincing 
the country and Congress that the 
Panama Canal route is impossible: that 
a canal cannot be bullt there, and that 
difficulties experienced by the United 
States and those of the French have 
proved this. 

The movement will be in the inter- 
est of the Nicaragua route, which such 
men as Senator Morgan still believe is 
the only practicable route, and former 
Senator Warner Miller of New York 
is named a@s the man who wi!! direct 
the fight. He, too, still entertains the 
belief that the Nicaragua route is the 
only feasible one, and that a canal can- 
not be constructed across the Isthmus 
of Panama. He is familiar with both 
routes, and will be able to furnish a 
Vast amount of material with which 
to carry on the fight. 

J. D. Yeomans, formerly Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner, Is said to be 
associated with ex-Senator Miller in 
this undertaking. Some time 
Yeomans gave out an interview fn 
which he stated that it was a physical 
impossibility to construct the Panama 
Canal, and that it would never be com- 
pleted. Railroad companies also are 
interested in delaying, and, if possible, 
preventing the construction of the 
Panama Canal, and it is understood 
will give thefr assistance to the Nica- 
ragua advocates.

Six Mexicans Killed in Rear 
End Collision on Santa 
Fe Near Corona 

Fast Freight Crashes Into Ca-

Failure of Train Crew to Set

ANTA ANA, Aug. 16-—[Excle 
sive Dispatch.] Five Mexican 
railroad hands were killed out- 

right, one injured ‘so that he died in 
three hours and seven others seriously 
injured in a rear-end collision of 
freight and work trains on the River- 
side branch of the Santa Fé railroad 
at Horse-shoe Bend, eighteen miles 
above Santa Ana, at 6:20 o’clock this 
evening. 

The freight train was _the second 
section of No. 27, 1 thbound 
from San Bernardino to Orange, and 
was in charge Engineer A. E. Billis 
asd Conductor G. W. Mills. There is 
an abrupf turn in the track at Horse- 
shoe Bend, five miles above Yorba, 
and the freight train, in making the 
turn, came suddenly upon the work 
train, in charge of Conductor Baldwin 
‘and Engineer J. E. McFarian. 

The rear cars of the work train 
were loaded with Mexican laborers, 
who had been working on the track 
and at the depots. The crash demol- 
ished the last car, dealing ingtant 
death to five and injaring every man 
on the rear ¢ar. : 

HUMAN BODIES TOSSED. 

When the big freight engine plowed 
its way almost through the car on 
which the Mexicans were riding, hu- 
man bodies, some dead and some liv- 
ing, but Injured, were thrown in every 
direction. The unfortunate occupants 
of that car had, but a moment before, 
seen that a collision was unavoidable 
and many of them leaped to the 
ground. The time was so short, how- 
ever that all could not escape. 

That every man on the car was not 
killed, was due to the fact that the 
work train was in motion at the in- 
stant and was slowly traveling in the 
same direction as the freight train. 
The impact therefore was not nearly 


— 


traveling in an opposite direction. The 
forward cers of the work train were, 
some of them, thrown into the ditch 
along the track and the front cars of

WORK OF RESCUE. 

The two train crews began the work 
of rescuing the injured as soon as they 
could reach the scene. Some of them 
had jumped off the trains to save 
themselves and had escaped without 
injury. Of the crew of laborers a 
score or more had escaped fmjury, but 
so terror stricken were they that it 
was impossible for some time to in- 
duce them to assist the railroad men 
in rescuing their former comrades. 
The injured were piled with the dead 
among the wreckage, and in one place 
a dead man, pinned down by a heavy 


that it was with difficulty that the 
living was taken from the wreck. 

Fifteen minutes after the wreck the 
reguiar eastbound passenger train 
from Santa Ana to San Bernardino ar- 
rived on the scene, every coach loaded 
with passengers. As soon as the pas- 
sengers learned what had happened, 
many of them volunteered to assist 
the train crews in the work of rescwe. 
Well-dressed men toiled beside labor- 
ers to get out the dead and fmnjured 
and women ministered to the wants

matter that effects directly the pros- 
perity of every farmer, stock grower 
and exporter in the United States. 
One by one, the European govern- 
ments are tightening the cord in- 


tended to straighten the American ex- 


port trade in agricultural products and 
manufactured goods. We are today 
face to face with a new and prohibit- 
fve German tariff, designed to keep 
out every pound of American  bread- 
stuffs and provisions. Retaliation has 
been tried at tremendous cost to our 
producers and manufacturers, and is 
a failure. 

“The long roil of delegates attend- 
ing this convention, it seems to me, 
supplies proof complete that there is 
a rea] demand from the business inter- 
ests of the country for Congressional 
attention to the needs of our foreign 
commerce. 

“The Committee of . Arrangements 
has endeavored to make this confer- 
ence absolutely non-partisan. 
over, we have no pet plan of bringing 
about the desired issues. We distinct- 
ly disclaim any attack upon the pro- 
tective tariff principle, or upon any 
particular interest. We believe that 
our great basic industry, agriculture, 
the backbone of our prosperity, cannot 
safely be neg'ected further, and that its 
welfare at this juncture can be as- 
sured by suitable Congressional 
action, without detriment to any other 
legitimate Americah industry. It is 
idje to say that nothing can be done. 
“Where there is a will there isa way.’.” 
_ Sanders nominated as temporary 
chairman of the convention John E. 
Wilder, president of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association. The nomina- 
tion was unanimously accepted. Upon 
taking the chair, Wilder said: 
dividualism must give way to asso- 
ciation of interests. We shall gain 
nothing as the result of these delib- 
erations and discassion unless the de-

RPMARKS BY FOSS.” 

Eugene N. Foss of Boston, treasurer 
of the B. F. Sturtevant Co., addressed 
the conference on the topic of “Re- 
ciprocity as a Political Issue,” and 
quoted John Fiske’s statement as to 
one of the causes which led to the war 
between England and the Thirteen 
Colonies, namely that “It was not un- 
derstood that when two parties trade 
with each other freely both must be 
gainers, or elise one would soon stop 
trading.” Foss, referring to this 
statement, said England’s mistake cost 
her the United States. The question 
before us today, he said, is quite an- 


other one. 

“Havin learned the value to both 
cohay of fair trade, shall we try to 

eep that trade for our people, and 
trade only with ourselves; or will it 
pay to share our total volume of trade 
with* other nations?” 

The “nub of the question” he de- 
clared to be “advantage.” and said that 
that is the question before the country 
today. The int of disagreement 
among the political parties of this 
country he found to be as follows: 

“Shall we tax ourselves, and to what 
exient, for the purpose of monopoNzing 
to the utmost extent aH trade and in- 
dustry; and shal! we strictly limit out- 
side trade activity to non-competitive 


products?” 
This point he discussed at great 
length, saying: “This is the counsel 


and purpose, as I understand it, of the 
ultra or high rotectionist in our 
country today. ith that position we 
are in friendly, but positive conflict in 
this reciprocity movement.” Of the 
proposed “maximum and minimum 
tariff,” he said, in closing his address: 

“T always have contended rather for 
the principle of reciprocity than its 
embodiment in any special form of 
legislation. I cannot but recognize, 
however, that the maximum and mini- 
mum tariff system esses one merit 
which is of great portance, and 
which it shares, ag does not other form 
of reciprocity, with the general tariff 
system under which we always have 
lived. This merit ts uniformity of ap- 
plication. Whether Republican or 
Democrat, protectionist or free trader, 
we all must agree that our policy of 
equal treatment of all nations has been 
of distinct advantage to us in our in- 
with the world. The principle 
involv is not one to be lightly cast 
aside. 

“It is true that the single tariff pol- 
icy bears unjustly in some cases, no- 
tably in its application to free-traJje 
England; and it is, In part, to remedy 
injustices of this nature, to show our 
appreciation of a large and liberal cus- 
tomer as opposed to one that would 
‘sell eVerything and buy nothing’ that 
we consider with Increasing interest 
the achievement ‘of reciprocity by 
means of the double tariff. 

“I would draw a sharp distinction, 
however, between a maximum and 
minimum based upon the principle of 
reciprocity and one founded upon the 
policy of retaliation. Some of our lead- 
ing stand-pat journals, I notice, “are 
beginning to shout for the double ‘tariff 
idea. They see in it the means to do 
something more to inflame our foreign 
customers against us—the opportunity 
to raise our oppressive schedules still 
higher. They would meet the critical 
German situation, for example, blow 
for blow, and, under cover of the war 
of retaliation which they would seek 
to provoke, would secure a range of 
minimum duties as high or higher than 
those of which the world so justly com- 
plains now. 

“The present foreign attitude has 
been reluctantly taken. The prefer- 
ence of Europe, of North and of South 
America always has been for reciproc- 
ity rather than retaliation. The United 
States always has been treated with 
greater Hberality, commercially speak- 
ing, than it has ‘shown to others. We 
have insisted upon much and given 
nothing. In our commercial dealings 
with other countries we have carried 
to its limit the doctrine that might 
makes right. 

“Granteg that the day of new poli- 
cles has come, that the principle of 
reciprocity at last is to be given its 
rightful place in our economic system, 
we yet must recognize the necessity of 
proceeding carefully, intelligently, and 
scientifically. It ig easy to propose, 
but difficult to execute; we must avail 
ourselves of the highest skill, the ripest 
knowledge, and the broadest experi- 
ence in modifying’ old or framing: new 
legisiation. 

“Whether or not it shall apvear that 
the maximum and minimum tariff sys- 
tem is advisable, as some of us are in- 
clined to believe, the country will de- 
mand that the whole problem shall be 
considered by impartial experts. This 
duty rests primarily upon the members 
of the National House of Representa- 
tives. It is to them that we should be 
able to look for relief. If, however, 
by reason of improper control, sec- 
tional considerations, prejudice or par- 
tisanship, there are not to be found 
in that body men whom the people can 
trust, we must look to the Executive to 
find them.

GOV. CHAMBERLAIN. 


Gov. George E. Chamberlain wel- 
comed the delegates in behalf of Ore- 
gon.

PUTTING STOP 
TO BOYCOTT. 


Viceroy of Canton Threatens 
to Punish Offenders. 


Treaty With United States is 
Officially Recognized. 


Railroad Rate Hearing Cov- 
ers California Points, 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 @ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.-<[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Consul-General Lay, at 
Canton, notified the State Department, 
today, that the Viceroy of Canton had 
issued a proclamation 
Chinese that the treaty with the United 
States gave this country the right to 
trade in the ports of the empire and 
threatening punishment to all Chinese 
who, by force or intimidation, prevent’ 
any person from dealing in American 
goods, or otherwise by violence mak- 
Ing the boycott effective. ‘ 

This proclamation is taken here to 
mean that the Chinese authorities have 
information showing that the boycott 
has reached a more acute stage than 
was reported by our consular officers. If 
‘there were no danger of an outbreak 
it would be contrary to the usual 
Chinese practice to issue a warping 
euch as has been given by the Viceroy 
of Canton. ;

IRTH RATE 
IS DECLINING. 


CONCLUSION REACHED BY GOV- 
ERNMENT CENSUS BUREAU. 


Statistics Show a Steady Decrease 
in the United States in the Past 
Forty-five Yoars—Gen. Francis A. 
Walker Thirks the Natives are 
Shocked by Foreign Immigration. 


(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—"“That 
there hes been a persistent decline of 
the birth rate in the United States 
Since 1860" is the conclusion reached 
in a builetin issued by the Census Bu- 


reau. The builetin was prepared by 
Prof. Walter P. Wilcox of Corneil Uni- 
versity, and it is explained that an 
amalysis made offers many suggestions 
as to the probable tendencies in the 
birth rate of the United States, The 
bulletin is primarily not a study in 


birth rates, but a study in the propor- 
tion of children to the total population, 
or totel number of women of child- 
bearing age. 

The result of the study shows that 
et the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, the children under 160 years of age 
comstituted one-third. and at the end, 
lets than one-fourth of the total popu- 
lation. The decrease ia this proportion 


began as euriy as the cecade 1810 to 
1820, and continued uninterruptedly, 
aZhough at varving rates, in each suce- 


cessive decade. 


warning the} 


the country districts. In the North At- 
lantic district, however, it was almost 
as great in the cities as in the country. 
In the southern divisions, it is hardly 
more than haif as large in the cities 
as in the country, while in the Far 
West the difference is intermediate in 
amount. 

“This,” it is explained, “is probably 
due in large measure to the fact that 
the immigrant population who have 
been sWarming into the hforthern cities 


of’ recent years, especially into the 
cities of the North. Atlantic States, 


have been multiplying by numerous 
births with much rapidity, while the 
corresponding laboring class, which has 
been emigrating to southern cities frum 
the surrounding country districts has 
not been thus increasing.”’ 

A comparison is made between the 
proportion of children born of native 
mothers to 1000 native women of child- 
bearing age and the proportion of 
children to foreign mothers to 1000 for- 
eign-born women of child-bearing age. 
In 1900, the former proportion was 462, 
the latter 710, the difference indicating 
the greater fecundity of foreign-born 
women. The bulletin continues: 

“The comparison also jndicates that 

the total decrease in fecundity of white 
women between 1890 and 1900 Was the 
result of a decrease for native white 
women, partly offset by an increase for 
foreign-born white women. 
“In the Atlantic divisions, however, 
there was a slight increase in the pro- 
portion of children born to native white 
mothers and in the South Central di- 
vision there was but a slight decrease. 
The decrease of the whole country, 
therefore, was the result very largely 
of the great decrease in the north cen- 
tral and western divisions.

WHERE LIES THE BLAME? 

If the reports of the wreck received 
here tonight be true, it would appear 
that the blame for the catastrophe 
must fall upon those in charge of the 
work train. It is said that after fin- 
ishing their day’s work, the crew on 
that train did not take even the or- 
dinary precautions to protect them- 
selves, and this at a time when they 
must have known that both the freight 
and the passenger would soon pass 
Horseshoe Bend. 

The freight crew had orders to meet 
the passenger train at the first station 
west of where the wreck occurred and 
having the right of way and knowing 
nothing of the presence of the work 
train between stations the freight crew 
was making time and the train was 
going down the sharp grade at trem- 
endous speed. There was no oppor- 
tunity to reduce speed when the other 
train was seen on the track and the 
engineer could only shut off steam, 
turn off the oil supply to the firebox 
to prevent fire, sound a warning with 
his whistle, and then with the fire- 
man, jump to save himself. 

The names of the dead were not re- 
ported to the coroner by the railroad 
officials. The inquest will be held 
tomorrow. 


HELP PROMPTLY SENT. 
SURGEONS FROM SAN BERDOO. 
(BY DINE TO THE TIMES.1 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 16.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] News of the wreck 
near Horseshoe Bend was first re- 
ceived here at the headquarters of this 
division of the Santa Fé in a tele- 
phone message from a small station 
west of Corona and the first informa- 


The division officers acted promptly, 
getting a special train in readiness and 
summoning Drs. Hazelett, Baylis and 
Learn and a number of nurses. This 
train was given the right of the road 
over everything and made a quick run 
to the scene of the wreck. Another 
special was sent out from Corona. 

According to reports received at di- 
vision headquarters the wreck 18 
thought to be due to the negligence of 
the crew of the work train. Worx 
trains have orders to work between 
stations and protect themselves frotn 
both directions by means of flags, lan- 
terns or torpedoes. In this instance 
the workmen had knocked off for the 
day, many of the laborers piling fto 
the caboose at the rear end of tha 
train. The train had hardly got un- 
der way when the heavy freight came 
thundering around Horseshoe Bend. 
The engineer and fireman threw on 
the brakes and leaped. The next in- 
stant the engine was ploughing into 
the caboose, which was filled with hu- 
manity, all the occupants being Mex- 
icans. he engine was partly de- 
molished and ten flat cars reduced to 
splinters. It is claimed that the crew 
of the work train failed to place a tor- 
pedo in their rear to warn the ap- 
proaching freight. 


INJURED HERE. 
ONE OF THEM DYING. 

A special] train made up of a bag- 
gage car and engine’ brought seven 
of the badly wounded into the city 
about 10:30 o'clock last night, where 
they were taken to the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital in ambulances. 

One of the number Laviano Aparacio, 
was brought in a dying condition, his 
head and body crushed almost to a 
pulp. Santiago Alvarado suffered the 
fracture of ribs. Cesario Hernandez 
sustained broken ribs, a broken col- 
jar bone and dislocated shoulder. Nico- 


las Cruz is hurt internally, but will 
recover. Nicanor Mai 2s sustained 
bruises and probably fractured ribs. 


Eliseo Flores was hurt about the head. 
The names of the others are unknown,

Cesafio Hernandez was on the car 
immediately in front of the caboose and 
was pinned in the wreckage, crushed 
in on top of a dead comrade, where 
he remained for an hour before being 
extricated. 

One of the dead men, Cleofas Cruz, 
was decapitated in the telescoping of 
the cars, his head rolling into the nar- 
row pit by the side of the track, and 


his body remaining pinned in the 
wreckage, 

With a huge splinter of wood run 
through his chest like a giant spear, 
Kmilio Rojas met instant death. 

The survivors were stupefied by the 


horror of the accident. Vincente 
Sanchez, one of the injured brought 
in on the trains last night, gives 


a 
Vivid picture of the carnage following 
the crash. He with several compan- 
ions jumped as the trains came to- 
gether, and assisted in the work of 
pulling out the bodies of the dead and 
in extricating the injured from the 
wreckage, The collision occurred in a 
deep cut on a “horseshoe curve. the 
Walls of the cut coming steeply 
down to the tracks that the dead and 
injured had to be carried out one by 
one a distance of several hufidred 
feet. Down one sice the train passed 
the gruesome procession carrying out 
the remains, while down the othe: 
side, réiurning to the wreckage came 
those who had deposited their bur- 
dens on the ground outside the eéut. 
It was hard and trying work and the 
rescuers were exhausted when their 
task wus done.

CONFERENCE. 


Important Topics Taken to 
the Chief Executive.

Federal Supervision of In- 
surance One of Them. 


Nasty Conditions in Govern- 
ment Printing Office.

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 16.-—-Federal su- 
pervision of insurance was the sub- 
ject of a conference, this afternoon, 2t 
Sagamore Hill, so important that one 
of the participants, James M. Beck, 
formerly an assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States and now spe- 
cial counsel for the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company of New York, miss- 
ing the regular train from Long Island 
City to Oyster Bay, chartered a special 
train in order to meet his engagement 
with the President. 

The parties to the conference were 
the President, Senator Dryden of New 
Jersey, president of the Prudential In- 
surance Company, and Beck. Senator 
Dryden arrived at 12:20 o'clock 
afternoon. Beck reached here fifteen 
minutes later, and in time to join the 
President's lancheon party, which cou- 
sisted of Ambassador Hengelmuller of 
Austria-Hungary, Senator Dryden, 
Charles H. Keep, assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, and Robert Bridges 
of New York, an author and magazine 
writer, who is a personal friend of the 
President. The conference ao ed the 
luncheon. 

The President, for a dcjutderabiec 
time, but especially since the disclos- 
ure made during the iast few months 
regarding the operations of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society, has mani- 
fested a deep interest in the problem 
of nationa] control of the insurance 
business. In his message to Congress 
last December, he said: “The business 
of insurance vitally affects -the great 
n.ass of the people of the United States, 
and is national, not lecal, ih its ap- 
plication. It invelves a multitude vf 
transactions among the people of the 
different States and between American 
companies and foreign governments. i 
urge that the Congress carefully con- 
sider whether the power of the Bureau 
of Corporations cannot constitutionally 
be extended to cover interstate traus- 
actions in insurance.’ 

Several months ago, at the Presi- 
dent’s request, the subject of national 
supervisory control of insurance Was 
investigated by Commissioner Garfield 
-of the Bureau of Corporatiqns, when 
the conclusion was reached that, under 
existing Federal laws, 
business could not be supervised by 
the Bureau of Corporations, because, 
in the light af the Constitution and in 
view of certain decisions of the Fed- 
eral courts, it was not regarded as in- 
terstate commerce. 

At the last session of ¢ ‘ongre ss, Sen- 
ator Dryden, who tis recognized as an 
authority on life insurance, introduced 
a bill In the Senate providing, in 
brief, for supervisory control, of in- 
terstate insurance business the 
Rureau of Corporations. It was along 
the lines of this measure that today’s 
conference proceeded. 

The President is known to be in 
favor of Federal control of the insur- 
ance business, if it can be! brought 
about constitutionally. Whether it can 
be is the point vet to be determined. 
That the Supreme Court of the United 
States eventually will be called upon 
to pass on the question theré is little 
doubt. At the conclusion of :the con- 
ference Senator Dryden talked frankly. 

“We discussed the whole subject of 
Federal supervision of the {insurance 
business,” . said he, “and our 'talk was 
very satisfactory. Personally, I am 
heartily in favor of such supervision 
by the.national government, because 
it would insure to companies doing 
business in several or many |States «4 
well-defined and well-considerted set of

STIR MEMORIES. 


MAY MEAN 


A MURDER. 


- Jean Larieux Recalis Fact That 
Evil House of Leon Sito Once Stood 
on Very Spot Where Workmen Dug 
up the Human Bones—May be an 
Olden Tragedy, He Thinks. 


Murder or mischief? 
Was the skeleton found on Bellevue 
as 


some foul crime, or a medical students’ 
joke? A story of low drinking dens, 
long knives and deadly Mexican dance 
halls is brought up by the finding of 
these bones, to oldtime Angelefios. 

Jean Larieux, owner of the National 
Bakery on San Fernando street, tells 
a graphic story of the neighborhood 
in which the remnants of a human 
being were found. His aunt formerly 
owned the ground on which the worsn- 
men are now digging and the _ sur- 
rounding block. 

“The place where the bones were 
found,” he said, “is on the very spot 
formerly occupied by the house of an 
old man named Rico. He himself was 
not such a bad sort. But Il, who wag a 
boy of 7 years at the time, running 
the streets, used to hear my 
aunt tell strange tales of what went 
in his house.

Quite a while ago, long before either 
the United States government or tke 
City of Los Angeles had fastened its 
contemplative eye on the waters of the 
Owens River, A. H. Koebig, a consult- 
ing engineer, with offices in the Heil- 
man building, and certain associates, 
went into the Owens River Valley and 
filed on some water-power claims, just 
as men file on mining claims or timber 
lands. They had gained wind of the 
fact that the Edison Company was con- 
sidering the feasibility of harnessing 
the Owens River, and their scheme in 
filing was to secure to themselves 
something that the Edison people 
would be glad to pay a big price for. 
They reckoned wel The Edison 
Company agreed to buy their claims 
for the.sum of $50,000; and naturally it 
made them feel good. 

But just as this delightful and 
canny deal was about to be closed, 
along came the United States goveen< 
ment with an announcement of inten- 
tion to reclaim certain arid lands by 
conserving the waters of the Owens 
River—and Messrs. Koebig et al. found 
the pins knocked from under their 
rights; for the government's declara- 
tion nullified their filings. They made 
up their minds, in the words of Laura 
Jean Libby, that all was lost. 

But the government dallied. And the 
first thing you knew the shrewd city 
of Los Angeles (not including the Ex- 
aminer and Howton) saw its own mag- 
nificent chance and stepped in and prvu- 
cured options to water-bearing lands 
and riparian rights in Owens River 
Valley under the very nose of Uncle 
Sam.

Two Hundred and Twenty-one 
Pieces of Property included in As- 
sessment District, and This Pro- 
vides for Lights from Temple to 
Broadway—New Detention Hospital. 


City Tax Collector Johnson has a 

force of clerks®at work making out the 
@ssessment roli for the district to pay 
tribute for the lighting of Spring 
street. The rolls will be completed 
early next week, and the assessment 
wiil then come due within thirty days. 
The total amount of the assessment 
will be $14,628, and this will amount to 
a little more than $1 per front foot. 
The heaviest assessments on the. dis- 
trict are those of 0. T. Johnson. There 
will be 221 pieces of property on this 
assesament roll. 
» The specifications call] for the placing 
of 132 ornamentai cast-iron posts in 
Spring street. from Temple to Ninth, 
and on Main from Ninth to the east 
line of Broadway. 

Each post is to have six thirty-two- 


candle-power lights at the top, and on‘ 


each arm there wil) be clusters of three 
eixteen-candie-power lights. The top 
lights are to be enclosed in shaded 
giass globes, sixteen inches in diameter.

At that 
figure Mrs. Moreland closed the déal, 
and put up $200—all the money she had 
right to hand—and pald over an addi- 
tiona]) sum of $400 the next day. Un- 
Ger the contract agreed upon she was 
te pay $1000 cash within a certain specti- 
fied time, and the remainder was to 
be met by her notes. ' 

After handing over the $400 to Sul- 
livan, Mrs. Moreland saw no more of 
him, nor, indeed; could she find h to 
make the next payment. She ally 
received a letter from him, intimating 
that inasmuch as the $1000 had not 
been paid when due that he considered 
the contract ended and the option for- 
feited. But although Mrs. Moreland is 
not a poor woman, neither is she 
throwing $600 a clip on real-estate 
ventures just for the fun of the thing. 
She began to investigate, but, accord- 
ing to her story, John Fabian Sullivan 
is a rather hard man to investigate. 
When she met him he posed as a real- 
estate man known up and down Broad- 
Way, and yet she could get no track 
of him. Then she heard that he was a 
traveling salesman who had been tak- 
ing a flyer in real estate, and had 
merely passed it along to her. 

When Mrs. Moreland began to look 
up the property that she hadn't bought 
she was more successful in her in- 
qguiries. She discovered that no one 
by the name of Sullivan had ever 
owned the lots in question, and that, 
consequently, she had been buncoed 
out of $600 without having the ghost 
of a show for her money.

A DEAD MAN. 


HOSPITAL STEWARD AT SOL- 
DIER’S HOME LOSES JOB. 


Placed in Custody of Watch of De-— 
ceased Patient, He'is Charged With 
Substituting Cheap Timepiece for « 
it—Confesses to Pawning Ticker 


for Trifle, ° 


For fiimflamming a dead man, 
Charles E. Astrup, a veteran of the 
Spanish-American War, has been dis- 
charged from his position as hospital 
steward at the Soldiers’ Home, and 
may be prose@uted by the civil author- 
ities. The District Attorney is investi- 
gating the charges against the man, 
who Is alleged to have committed other 
crimes than the one that cost him his 
position. 


Stealing pennies from a dead man’s. 


eyes is only a simple pastime of the 
robber craft compared with the man- 
ner in which Astrup filched a watch 
between the time when an aged sol- 
fer patient in the hospital drew his 
last breath and a few minutes later, 
when his worn and weary muscles 
stiffened with the rigor of death. 
The job was done with the cunning 
of a thief schooled by years of pro- 


fessional ‘practice, and has the ear=~ 


marks of the clever tactics of drug 
fiends in obtaining “dope.” 

It was only by the merest chance 
that the theft was discovered, and the 
detection of the thief was the result 
of the skillful and quiet work of the 
officers at the 

Thomas Chambers, who was a mem- 


try during the Civil War, and who 
was spending the declining years of his 
life with his family at Hanford, was 
admitted to the hospital at the Sol+ 
diers’ Home on the eighth day of last 
May. He was incurably jl] with chronic 
gastritis, and the examining surgeons 
said he could live but a short time. . 

A rule at the hospital, which is en- 
forced rigidly, is that patients shall 
leave all the money and other valua- 
bies tn the office safe before entering 
a ward, 

But Chambers had a watch for 
which he had the love of a man for 
his dog; he had carried it for years; 
he said he could not sleep nights un- 
less he could hear it ticking under his 
pillow. He pleaded to be allowed to 
retain it. 

It was the request of a dying man, 
and it was granted. The timepiece 
helped Chambers to while away many 
a weary hour on his little cot. It was 
like a living thing to him, and he cod- 
died it as a Woman would pet a cat. 

A little more than two weeks after 
his admission to the hospital—May 24— 
Chambers died. 

Following the usual custom, the 
nurse in charge of the patient gathered 
up a few trinkets of no rticular 
man’s 


She failed at the time to find the 
surgeon, to whom she intended to 
hand the belongings, but ehe saw 
Steward Astrup, whose responsible po- 


sition made him a proger custodian, 
and she handed the thi to him.

In the course of a few minutes, one 


of these members passed a window be- 
hind which Steward Astrup wag sit- 
ting. Tapping onthe glass, Astrup 
held up a watch and called out: 


“Here's Campbell's effects.”

warded to the widow at Hanford. 


It was not long thereafter that Mrs. 


Chambers wrote to the Home author- 
ities, stating that the watch sent her 


Was not the onerher husband had 


taken away from home with him. 


The timepiece in question was re- 


turned to the Soldiers’ Home and an 
investigation was started. The re- 
turned watch was a nickel-plated af- 
fair that cost originally not more than 
a dollar. 


Astrup dectared he had delivered the 


watch handed him by the nurse. The 
nurse was equaliy positive that the 
ticker that came back from . Hanford 
was not the one she had taken from 
under the dead man’s pillow. —_— 


The authorities determined that th 


substitution, if there had been one, 
was made between the time the orig- 
inal watch reached Astrup's hands and 
the delivery by him to the member 
of the council of administration. 


A little inquiry developed the fact 


that « discharged orderl¥®—an old sol- 
dier—had been in the hospital ambout 
the time Chambers died. 
was taken in custody on a pretext and 
then was confronted with the cheap 
watch. 


This man 


“Did you ever see this before?” he 


was asked. 


After some hemening and: hawing, 


the man finally blurted out: 


“Well, you've got me in a corner; 


yes, I gave that watch to Astrup just 
after Chambers died.” - 


With this important clew, Astrup. 


was hauled onto the carpet and finally 
admitted to the authorities that ie 
had substituted the cheap watch for 
the one owned by Chambers, a fatr 
valuation of which would be $10. As- 
trup also confessed that he had pawn- 
ed the Chambers watch in Los An- 
geles for $1.50, and he produced the 
pawn-ticket 
finally being redeemed and forwarded 
to the widow.

CHINESE BOYCOTT—WHY? 

' There is much that is puzzling 
about the Chinese boycott of American- 
made goods. It is somewhat difficult 
to learn just how far it has gone, and 
therefore more so to guess how far 
it may go. One day the assurance 
comes that we need, have no anxiety. 


It is only a little wave of feel- 
ing and will soon pass. The next 
day the news is that the tidal 
wave is carrying all before it, and 


threatens to become a _ permanent 
policy of the celestials. 

We have all read of a certain his- 
torical character one of whose many 
names is the “Father of Lies.” Some 
regard him as a purely mythical per- 
sonage, others as a very real, although 
not tangible entity. But whether re- 
garded as a creation of the brain of 
literary genius or as a personal being, 
one thing is indisputable; he is an 
Asiatic, an Oriental. He was probably 
of Chinese origin—perhaps Japanese. 
Occidentals no doubt are prone to pre- 
varication, but only as a refige when 
the truth might be inconvenient. The 
Oriental may be said to lie always, ex- 
cepting when he thinks the truth will 
more misiead the hearer. So, when 
the declaration comes that the Chinese 
government is in no way cognizant of 
the buycott, one cannot be sure it is 
true. He may be pretty sure it is 
false. The court at Peking, ruled by 
that ancient diplomat Tsi An, has a <e- 
ceiving way of “winking the other 
eye.” 

Now one thing may be taken as 
clear in this maze of uncertainty. That 
is that our exclusion laws as they are 
administered by the small-boned, 
small-brained and somewhat wabbling- 
gaited fellow who “does politics” in a 
small way for the sake of revenue 
only—revenue to his own pocket—-are 
at the root, or near the root of this 
movement. If that is not the prime 
moving cause, it is made the lever by 
which the power behind the veil is 
applied. It is also most probable that 
our erstwhile old friend Wu Ting Fang, 
who made himself so amiabe to us al) 
while Minister at Washington, is the 
fellow who touches the button and 
gets the machinery in motion. And 
there is a good deal of excuse for the 
resentment of Chinese merchants 
against the way these laws are made 
to work hardships to all the Chinese 
who visit our shores. It is not sup- 
posable that these laws were ever in- 
tended to be so applied. It is plain 
that some modification of the applica- 
tion of these laws is highly in order, is 
the business of the hour, and the hour 
has struck. 

But is this the whole story? Is 
there no fine Italian band behind all 
this movement which has not vet been 
seen? This question does not refer 
to any influence the Chinese govern- 
ment might infuse surreptitiously into 
the movement—not in the last anayl- 
sis of the problem. Is there any 
power behind the throne at, Peking, or 
underneath the work of the various 
‘tongs in China whose members are 
the visible actors in the commercial 
drama? Who could it be? Japan 
might be and could be. For what pur- 
pose? The purpose which the. isiand 
kingdom in the Far East has ever be- 
- fore its eyes. That purpose is com- 
mercial supremacy in the East. 

Was it for sentimental race con- 
siderations the Mikado’s government 
risked the great war with Russia? 
Think of what it has cost in human 
lives and in money. Japan's Ambition 
is evident in every step that led to the 
war and through the war, and now ap. 


The dominance of Japan along the 
whole littoral of Asia, from Sakhalin 
to Formosa. is the stake for which the 
Mikado has undergone so gigantic a 
struggle. 

When Commodore Perry opened the 
gates of the Isiand Kingdom it was to 
open a door to the civilized worid to 
trade there. It was regarded as a 
great achievement. It may ‘prove the 
awakening of competition for trade 
the Occident never dreamed of. The 
attention of Japan has been absorbed 
in learning the science of modern war 
as known in the Ocecident, unknown in 
the Orient. The Japanese have studied 
this science in military and naval 
sthools in every country in Europe and 
America. But their whole attention has 
not been so absorbed. They have 
studied all the arts of peace as wel} 
as those of war. They have benefited 
by the one as greatly as by the other. 
By the one they have” overcome the 


of the situation. ay 

But that is not the desired goal. The 
victories won in war are valueless, bu’ 
justified, if that is the end 
Now comes the struggle with all the 
Occident in the arts of peace. The 
trickiness of the Japs is. part of their 
Asiatic nature. They have played 
these tricks in the war. They will 
play them in peace. Imperturbable of 
disposition, polished of manner, 
patient, calm, sly, it never can be 
known just what they are aiming at 
until they reach the end in view. They 
will leave no stone in their way un- 
turned, no path untrod. which leads 
where they wish to go. By every arti- 
fice, by every stategy, by the use ot 
every means they have they Will seek 
to gain the trade of the entire East. 
That they will exercise a great in- 
fluence over China seems a thing so 
plain that all eyes must see it. Thai 
they will use this advantage to their 
own benefit is surely indisputable.

Her part in the world is now 
the uppermost problem before the na- 
tions of. the West. Japan is going to 
be a very interesting factor—possibly 
a very troublesome factor—to civiliza- 
tion from this day on: Commerce 
will claim her attention most pro- 
foundly.

Beginning with a recital of the re- 
turns made from the annual school 
census, the report 
are 66,569 white children, 1094 colored, 
114 Indian and 98 Mongolian in the 
county, @ total of 67,875, between 5 and 
17 years of age. Under 5 years of age 
there are 19,331 white children, 308 col- 
ored, 52 Indian and 45 Mongolian, a to- 
tal of 19,736. Of the 67,875 census chil- 
dren, 55,116 attended public school, 4223 
attended private schools, and 8536 at- 
tended no schools during the yéar. Of 
all the children over 5 years of age, 
7692 have not been vaccinated; 76 of }- 
the census children are deaf. 

In the grammar and primary schools; 
including the kindergartens, the aver- 
age daily attendance for the year was 
38,837. The statistics 
and grammar schools not including the 
kindergartens, show 1142 teachers, 100 
being men, and an enrollment of 47,617 
boys and girls. The City and County 
superintendents made 6690 visits, trus- 
tees made 2070, and other persons made 
43,776 during the year. 

The libraries of the various schools 
contain 109,562 volumes. 

The balance on hand at the beginning 
of the year was $424,612.46. The total 
receipts for the year were $1,444,802.33. 
The total expenditures were $1,467,013, 
leaving a balance of $402,401.79.
